Charles H. Peck, Jr., the St. Louisan who 
died Aug. 15 at Los Angeles, Cal., was one 
of the best known of the wealthy gentle- 
men about town. His estate is estimated 
at more than $1,000,000. 

He was an ardent amateur sportsman, a 
member of various gun clubs, and before 
his health began to fail he carried for sev- 
eral years the State medal as the champion 
shot. 

His wealth enabled him to devote much 
of his time to this phase of sportsmanship 
and also to the leading socia] clubs, among 
which he was known as a devoted friend 
and a royal good fellow. 

With all his social and business qualities, 
however, he carried a great grief, to which 
he never referred save among his imme- 
diate family. He married, early in life, a 
Miss Stoddard of Platte County, Mo., a 
beautiful woman, who bore him two chil- 
dren. She died twenty years ago, and to 
the day of his death the family say he 
could scarcely speak her name without in- 
dications of sorrow 

Mr. Peck’s son was with him when he 
died in Los Afgeles. His daughter is the 
wife of Willis Desnoyer of the Desnoyer 
Shoe Co. 

He was born in St. Louis in 182. His 


city’s pioneers, having located here in 1832. 
when there were only a few thousand peo- 
ple inthe town. The elder became identified 


with the iron business and was the founder 
of the Vulcan Iron Works. In later years 
he established for his sons the largest plan- 
ing mill St. Louis ever had, then at Four- 
teenth and Poplar streets. 

The old gentieman retired from active 
business many years ago, and occupies the 
mansion he built as a home at 7 Vande- 
venter place. His sons are in the real 
estate business on Chestnut street. 
Charles H. Peck, Jr., had been in dell- 
cate health for two years, and in February 
last determined to try the climate of South- 
ern California.

‘ST. LOUIS MAN HAS PERFECTED 
AND IS USING THE MUCH- | 
SOUGHT PROCESS. 


REQUIRES AN ARTISTIC EYE. 


Albert Scheckner Reproduces Tints in 
a Camera and Is Guarding His 
Secret Carefully. 


Since Prof. Vogel of Berlin, Germany, sug- 
gested the idea several years ago that it 
was possible to reproduce colors with the 
camera, photographers and chemists have 
sought to find a successful process. 

Albert Scheckner of the Western Engrav- 
ing Co. of this city has achieved this. He 
can reproduce any object in its natural col- 
ors. The practical soiution of color photcg- 
raphy means a world of comfort to the 
commercial traveler at least. The drummer, 
instead of carrying loads of excess baggage 
in the shape of samples of his goods, needs 
only the colored photographic counterfeits. 

The main secret of the process is the ex- 
traction of the three primary colors, yel- 
low, red and blue. 

A novelty of the work is that the object 
is photographed at right angles, or prac- 
tically around the corner. This is made 


ossibie by a prism before the lens of the 
camera. Behind the prism isacolor filter. 
This is a small, flat tank of glass. Thi‘s filter 
ia filled with a chemically pure solution to 
exclude all but the color desired to be ex- 
tracted from the object. A green liquid ls 
used when red is to be photographed, a 
blue solution when yellow is wante and a 
red mixture is put in the filter when the 
third basic color, blue, is to be reproduced. 

Back of the filter is the plate specially 
prepared for each of the three colors. The 
man at the camera must have the eye of an 
artist for color effect. He needs to know 
just how much yellow, red or blue he should 
extract from an object. From the nega- 
tives these positive plates of the primary 
colors are made, From each a copper plate 
for the press is then made. 

By running them through @ registered 
press, one on top of each other, the object 
is reproduced in all its variety of hues. 

The composition of the liquid used in the 
color filter is a secret which Mr. Scheckner 
and his associate, William A. Stecher, keep 
behind barred doors. 

Mr. Scheckner has reproduced samples of 
carpets and dress goods of the most intnN- 
cate design and wealth of color, and has 
photographed a hundred other objects of 
the most difficult kind.

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Chairman Madera of the Committee on 
Legislation will have a meeting of his com- 
mittee in the City Hall Thursday morning 
at 11 o'clock, which he requests bicyclists 
to attend to express their views on Mr, 
Judy’s ordinance. 

With one or two exceptions all the del- 
egates in the House are strongly in favor 
of a bicycle law that will compel riders to 
carry lights and bells and that will prevent 
scorching. 

But there is a question of politics that is 
always springing up. Mr. Judy belongs to 
the majority of 17, and Mr. Coudrey to the 
minority. This only prevents the House 
being unanimously in favor of the Post 
Dispatch ordinance. 

The people are clamoring for a bicycle 
regulating law. Riders themselves favor 
such a law. Every large city in the United 
States has such alaw. The general opinion 
is that St. Louls has been too long without 
one. 

The ordinance introduced by Delegate 
Coudrey was that prepared by the legisia- 
tive sub-committee of the Good Streets 
Committee of the League of American 
Wheelmen, Missouri Division.

STORY NOT BELIEVED. 


Prof. Harkness Has Doubts About the 
Pigeon Story. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 18.—Scientifie 
men in Washington are greatly interested 
in Andree's polar expedition and are eager 
to glean from any reliable quarter informa- 
tion concerning it. Prof. William Harkness 
of the Naval Observatory, in discussing the 

story, said in an interview: 

“I have no reason to doubt that Andree 
may have reached as far as 82 degrees 
north latitude. There is nothing so re- 
markable as that. Nansen, for instance, 
went as far or farther, but I am inclined 
to think the Christiania story is unreliable. 
I will not say that it is impossible for a 
carrier pigeon to cover the 60 or 800 miles 
indicated over icy seas, but it would be 
only one chance in a thousand if the bird 
took a direct route and, if its vagaries were 
very extended, it would die before long 
from lack of food. Under the best possible 
chances a bird perhaps might cover the 
distance in from twelve to twenty hours, 
resting on the floating ice en route. 

“One of the strong reasons for doubt is 
that the latitude and longitude of the place 
where the pigeon is reported to have been 
shot ts not given in the dispatches, and that 
it is so contrary to nautical custom as to 
give rise to suspicion. Then, granting the 

igeon was found and shot and the alleged 
etter obtained, it seems very improbable 
that a captain so well acquainted and so 
interested in Andree’s plans as this one 
is said to be, should refuse to give the let- 
ter into the hands that would carry it di- 
rectly to civilization, but carry it with him 
further into the Arctic region. He would 
naturally have been glad to give any such 
important news to the world as quickly ag 
possible.”’

A SPECIAL MORNING SESSION.

After all the hullabaloo the four West 
End street improvement bills have caused in 
the House they may prove worthless, as a 
grave doubt is raised as to their legality. 

President McMath of the Board of Public 
Improvements says that any contractor 
who undertakes the work provided in the 
ordinances will do so at his own risk eo far 
as the validity of the tax bills {s concerned, 
and that before the board lets the contracts 
it will inquire whether the bills have been 
legally passed. 

The doubt is raised on this state of facts: 
Two weeks ago the bills were filed by the 
House. That was on Tuesday. The follow- 
ing Friday an effort was made to recon- 
sider the bills: that motion was voted 
down. A second time an effort was made 
to reconsider the filing of the bills and was 
lost. 

The unbroken rule of the House for a 
score of years has been that when a Dill 
is filed it is dead, and, though a motion 
may be made within two meetings to resur- 
rect the bill, if that motion is lost the bill 
is considered dead and the only way it can 
come before the Assembly again is as a 
new measure, from the source that origi- 
nated it. This is specifically the rule as to 
tax bills.

Controlling Faction in the 
Promises to Be Good.

Speaker Lehmann was on hand early and 
so were all the members.

Speaker Lehmann has been a member 
of the House for so many years, and so 
frequently in the chair, that its duties are 
not new to him.

ABSTINENCE MADE HER CRAZY. 


The Slayer of Chinese May Was Fe- 
rocious Because She Had 
No ‘‘Painkiller.”’ 


Cocaine was responsible for the distur- 
bance in the jail Tuesday evening, told in a 
late edition of the Post-Dispatch. 

Matron Anthony had a close call for her 
life at the hands of the notorious Lizzie 
Wong, the white wife of a Chinese gambler. 

The Wong woman murdered “Chinese 
May” in Hop alley last March, and is one 
of the most desperate characters known to 
the St. Louts police. 

In her assault on Matron Anthony she 
was abetted by Gussie Krause, an abandoned 
he charged with assault with intent to 


Both are cocaine fiends of the worst Ee. 
Whenever they are deprived of the drug for 
a few hours they become violent. Tuesday 
they had no cocaine. 

Shortly after 5 o’clock Matron/ Anthony 
ordered her prisoners to go to their cells. 
The Wong woman refused to obey. She 
walked the corridors defiantly and chal- 
lenged the matron to combat. None of the 
male guards were in the matron’s depart- 
ment. 

Mrs. Anthony tried to force the obstrep- 
erous prisoner [nto her cell. . 

With the rage of a tigress Lizzie Wong 
sprang forward and fastened her fingers in 
the matron’s luxuriant blonde hair, Gus- 
sie Krause took a hand and helped Lizz-e 
Wong throw Mrs. Anthony down. 

The male guardg, attracted by the screams 
of the women, rushed to the rescue, They 
sent the two prisoners sprawling to the floor 


and plaeed them in dungeons. i 
“These women are ruined by drugs,” said 
Matron Anthony to a Post-Dispatch report- 


er. ““They smoke cigarettes inckesaatty and 
use cocaine whenever they can get ! of 
course, they are not allowed to have co- 
caine or other drugs in jail, but their friends 
smuggle it to them inside of cigarettes or 
food. When they cannot get the drug they 
become like maniacs.”’ 

Mrs. Anthony was badly bruised and lost 
some of her hair during the fight. 

On the night of April 25 last Lizzie wong 
shot Mary Jones, alias “Chinese May. 
Both women were associated with China- 
me. and Hved in adjoining houses in Hop 

ey. 

The Jones woman accused Lizzie Wong of 
inttmacy with negroes. After angry words 
Lizzie Wong shot her adversary through the 
lungs. She was removed to the City Hospl- 
tal, where she died. 

Lizzie Wong is about 20 years old. She 
came here from Chicago with a Chinese 
gambler to whom she claimed to be mar- 
red. Her former home was Springfield, 
Til. Her family name is Moore, and she is 
said to be the st hag of respectable par- 
ents. Her association with Chinamen came 
about through her craving for opium and 
other drugs. She its now a hopeless cocaine 
fiend. She says she married the Chinaman 
in Chicago last January. 

The Jones woman came from Pilot Knob 
three years ago.

WACEO IN CUBA. 


Ira C. Farley of Ohio Returns to His 
Home From the War. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—Ira C. Farley of 
Cleveland has just landed in New York 
from Havana. He went to Cuba a year ago. 
Being attached to the western army he at- 
tracted the aftention of Antonio Maceo by 
his gallantry in battle. Maceo promoted 
and trusted h'im. 

“We usually fought in small parties,” 
said Farley, “but once in a while there 
would be a battle in which from 1,000 to 
1,500 of our men would be engaged. A 
curious thing was that you could always 
tell whether {t was Spaniards or Cubans 
who were fighting, because with the Span- 
ish troops it was always volley firing, and 
poorly aimed firing at that, while with the 
insurgents the firing was always scatter- 
ing and individual.”’ 

Of the late Gen. Maceo, his chief, he 
speaks in the highest terms. ‘‘He was the 
bravest man I ever saw,” said he. ‘‘Maceo 
could not rest when the enemy were near 
him until he was fighting them. He was 
like a lion and did not know what fear 
mcant, and when bullets were whistling 
about him he was always cool and com- 
posed.

GOT COAL FROM ILLINOIS. 


Dealers Hold It at the Same Price as 
Foreign Coal. 


A small quantity of Illinols coal found 
its way to the St. Louis «market Wednes- 
day morning. 

It came from mines tn and around Center- 
ville, and was held at the same price as 
foreign coal. The prevailing figures were 
$3.00 a tun for mine run coal and $3.50 for 
lump coal. Kentucky coal is being used al- 
most exclusively in the local trade for both 
steam and domestic purposes. Sales Agent 
Crabb of the Consolidated Coal Co. said 
Wednesday: 

“So far as quantity Is concerned, there ig 
no prospect of a shortage of coal. Any of 
the large dealers could fill an order for 600 
cars of Kentucky coal on short notice. 

“Of course, the price is high, and will 
remain so until the Illinois mines are again 
in operation. 

“The necessity for repairing and cleaning 
up some of the mines has made it possible 
to get some Illinois coal into St. Louis. 
When a mine is not worked for a few weeks 
it gets out of repair. The timbers have to be 
braced and the rooms cleaned. The men, 
though unwilling to mine coal, readily con- 
sent to do this work. In cleaning the rooms 
of slate they turn out a good deal of coal 
which its shipped here, 

“Otherwise conditions have not changed. 
There is no prospect of a further advance 
unless the strike should last until the de- 
mand for coal for domestic uses sets in. 
At present five car loads a day would easily 
supply this demand.’”’

He has been without work for 
five years, whereas before the never knew 
it was to spend an idle day. He 
is supported, probbaly, by his wife and 
daughter, who are working in the ‘sweat 
shops.’ 

“That is the kind of men we are after, 
and the Kind we are getting. We do not 
want chronic hoboes, wh 
force of circumstances but from 
for ten, fifteen or twenty years. 
‘But we cannot keep the hoboes out until

not catering to this kind of unemployed. In 
our eyes all men are equal and the hobo 
is entitled to just ag much consideration as 
the man who has been on the ‘hog train’ 
but a year or two.

The unemployed must 
agree to devole an average of one hour per 
day to the work of the society.

“Every member takes an oath to keep all 
the laws and to abide by them. They must 
promise to join a branch and become 2% 
cents a month contributors as soon as they

A large force of men are at work, day and 
night, in St. Louls, bullding 500 new box 
cars for the Missouri Pacific. All the sur- 
plus cars of this road emptied in St. Louls 
are sent direct to the grain shipping cen- 
ters and remain there on side tracks, ready 
for use at moment’s notice. It is thought 
the new cars will be put in commission 
within two weeks, They will be reserved for 
use in the grain trade until the rush is 
over. 

The M., K. & T. and the Frisco are al- 
ready facing the prospect of a shortage of 
their own 


cars and are supplementing 
equipment from that of other lines. They 
are borrowing cars from Eastern roads 


wherever practicable and, besides, they 
have an army of car tracers traveling about 
the country gathering up their empty cars 
and sending them to the agricultural cen- 
ters. 

The Cc.. B. & Q. 1s relying on its own 
equipment. It began centering its surplus 
rolling stock in Nebraska weeks ago and 
now has nearly 5,000 cars there. 

Local railroad men estimate that these 
four lines now have 15,500 empty cars in 
the West. distributed as follows: Missouri 
Pacific, 4,000; C., B. & Q., 6,000; Frisco, 3,500; 
M., K. & T., 3,000. 

This equipment ts looked upon as merely 
an advance guard, The number is increas- 
ing daily. ; 

vomal railroad officials eay there will not 
be a cat famine here and that the move- 
ment of the immense grain crops will not 
interfere with the transportation of other 
classes of freight. 

Superintendent of Car Service C. A. 
Wentworth of the Missouri Pacific said: 

‘There has been no shortage of cars here 
and there will be none. St. Louis ts for- 
tunately gituated in this respect. It is a 
terminal point for all the big Eastern and 
Western lines and cars from all directions 
are emptied here. It would be hard to over- 
tax the capacity of any of the St. Louis 
lines. Though the volume of our business 
has increased enormously the past few 
weeks, we have found it pose‘ble to keep a 
large number of surplus cars in the grain 
belt. Many of these cars are emptied at 
St. Louls and shipped empty to Western 
points. A good proportion of them are 
shipped out of here loaded,-emptied at their 
Western destinations and side tracked for 
use when the crops move. I am not pre- 
pared to say that we have enough cars [fn 
the West to meet the demand if the ship- 
ping season were to suddenly open. In 
that sense there is a shortage, but we could 
easily get cars to the shipping centers on 
short notice. 

“We could do this without hindering the 
movement of regular commercial sh:pments, 
St. Louis will hold her own this fall as a 
great shipping center. While rival cities 
are frantically trying to round up freight 
cars St. Louig will be sending grain to all 


the world,” 
Car Service Agent W. D. Collins of the 
M.. K. & T. said: “There can be no car 


shortage here. We will probably be forced 
to draw on the equipment of Eastern lines 
That is done every fall, though the demand 
will be greater this season than for years. 

“Our line has already borrowed a few 
cars. and we have tracers out gathering 
our equipment for the grain trade. 

“The only emergency to be faced is nota 
shortage of cars, but the congestion of 
freight at the exporting points, especially 
Galveston. I have just returned from Gal- 
veston and I find conditions there much bet- 
ter than they were last year. Two immense 
new elevators have been built. They will ac- 
commodate millions of bushels of wheat, 
which would otherwise stand in box cars in 
the yards, 

“Steamship service at Galveston has also 
been greatly improved and cars will be un- 
loaded much more promptly than hereto- 
fore. The outlook for the railroads is bright, 
and of course the prosperity of the roads 
only reflects - prosperity of the people 

‘ho support them. 
weghipments of all kinds have been almost 
unprecedented, The great grain crop means 
good times for the farmers, anda prosperous 
farmer makes prosperity for everybody with 
whom he comes in contact.” 

Railroad men in general share the rosy 
views of Mr. Wentworth and Mr. Collins. 
They say that the movement not of grain 
alone but of commercial and _ industrial 
products were never greater at this season, 
and that St. Louls Is more than ho!ding her 


‘own as the great distributing center of the

South and West. 

Reports of earnings for the first and sec- 
ond week in August show that every one of 
the St. Louts lines earned a larger revenue 
than during the corresponding period last 
rear. In point of increased earnings St. 
 oain lines rank high in the list of lines re- 
porting increases. 

Despite the fact that farmers in the St. 
Louis territory have, with few exceptions, 
held on to their grain, much of the wheat 
and corn shipped from the West for export 
has been routed to Galveston by way of St. 
Louis.

“Haunted House,” “Boiling Station”’ 

and Other Points of Interest to 

the Tramping Fraternity Near 
Fairmount Are Being Raided, 


Marshal Nace of Webster Groves Is exert- 
ing himself to break up the robber band that 
has been stealing freight from Missouri Pa- 
cific trains for several years. He is also 
seeking for a cave said to contain much 
booty. 

About twenty-five suspects have been ar- 
rested and four are being held. Other sus- 
pects have been fined and sentenced to the 
County Jail for vagrancy. 

Some innocent persons have been ar- 
rested, among them young George Fischer, 
living with his father, a real estate dealer, 
at 3923 Juniata street, St. Louls. The young 
man, who is a clerk in Boehmer’s shoe 
store, was walking along the Frisco tracks 
Tuesday afternodn on his way to visit his 
uncle, a farmer near Webster Groves, when 
he was arrested. He sepent the night ina 
crowded cell at the WeS8ster Police Station, 

Marshal Nace arrested John Williams, 
alias Tommy Birmingham, Jack Mullen, 
Wiliam Mullen and Fred Stratman and has 
them in jail at Clayton. 

Jim Craig, alias Brooks, allas Pollard, 
who first told of the existence of the band 
of thieves, ident.fied Jack Mullen as one of 
the leaders. William Mullen and Stratman 
were arrested with Jack at the ‘‘Haunted 
House.”"” They all deny any knowledge of 
train robbing and discredit the story of a 
cave. 

Williams, alias Birmingham, also a pris- 
oner, wag ra'sed with Micky Mack in St. 
Louis and has often been in trouble with 
the St. Louds police. 

Marshal Nace euspects that Stratman is 
one of the three tramps who killed a brake- 
man near Sioux City, Io., over a week ago. 
Stratman refused._to give any information 
concerning himeelf and In some particu- 
lars answers the description given of one 
of the three men. His picture has been 
sent to Sioux City for identification. 

Nace is looking for Andy McNulty and 
Michael, alias Red Eye Ryan. 

McNulty and Ryan were arrested two 
months ago and were given chain gang 
sentences as idlers. Nace tried then to 
break up the Fatrlawn band of trampe as 
a nuisance. 

Jim Craig was arrested in St. Louts by 

Capt. Pickel. He. sent Capt. Pickel and 
other officers on a wild goose chase after 
train robbers and made a variety of enter- 
taining statements, some of which proved 
to be lies. 
He told about the cave. If he lied about 
that the falsehood was not original] with 
him. Other persons have heard of the cave, 
which Is said to bein the hills near the cem- 
etery, about two miles south of Webster 
Groves. 

Craig was takén to Falrlawn by Capt. 
Pickel, but failed to find the cave. Craig 
eaid he associated for years with the tramps 
that make Fairlawn thelr headquarters. He 
helped break open the cars and assisted in 
carrying the stolen goods to the “Haunted 
House,” but he was permitted to go no 
further. The leader took the goods from 
there to the cave.
